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The Brazil Nut — 
Gift of the Amazon 


A PRODIGIOUS PRODUCT COMES OF AGE 











Among the contributions made by Brazil to the field of international trad 
s the Brazil nut. known to Brazilians as castanha do para (chestnut of Para) 

The Brazil-nut tree. Bertholletia excelsa, is the tallest and perhaps the most 
impressive tree in the Amazon Basia, often towering 150 feet or more. The trunk 
isas straight and smooth as a flagpole for most of the length and free of branches 
until the spreading crown is reached, a crown of dark green leaves that often 
spreads out toa diameter of 100 feet. 

The trees are scattered all through the vast expanse of the Amazon Basin 
but since they grow wild no one can give a reliable estimate of their total num 
ber, however, some 100,000 are harvested from every vear. They are usually 
found in groups of six or more, growing on well-drained ground 

History is somewhat vague about the details of the discovery that the Brazil 
nut was good to eat. but it does record that the Dutch, early traders in. thi 
\mazon Valley, were exporting the nut to their native land under the name of 


‘wild oil fruit” as carly as 1655. 


First Used as a Livestock Feed 
\cecording to the best accounts, the Brazil nut was used largely as a livestoc! 
feed until about L800, when it became recognized as a table delicacy. Demand 
increased and in 1866. when the Amazon was opened up to foreign commerce 
the Brazil nut became one of the chief exports. To this day, the nut is produced 
only in South America and almost entirely within Brazil. There have beer 


several att mipts to introduce it into the eastern trop s, but these have failed 


The Brazil nut tree is something of a prodigy. even by the standards of the 
\mazon. where exotic vegetation is the rule. [tis so tall that the pods contaiming 
the nuts can scareely be seen from the ground and can be harvested only after 
the pods fall to the ground. Nuts form inside a heavy spherical pod called 
ourico, from + to 6 inches in diameter, that plummets earthward when ripe with 
ill the potential destructiveness of a cannonball. These pods can be opened 
only with great difficult, and the nuts, really seeds of the ourtco, once removed, 
are among the hardest to crack of all the sorts in commercial use. Inside this 
pod. clustered closely together, are from 12 to 20 dark brown nuts, which are 
the parts called Brazil nuts in the United States. 


U.S. Is Largest Buyer 


Despite the difficulties of penetrating this natural protection, the Brazil nut 
is one of the largest crops of the Amazon region. Considering all the problems 
that are encountered in obtaining this nut, the price is considered relatively low 
priced, This fact plus its rich. bland taste have contributed to a world-wid 
popularity, and annual world consumption runs in the neighborhood of 45.000 
tons a vear. The United States ts the largest buyer, taking around 20,000 tons
